Claims 58-70 have been canceled. Claims 46, 47, 48, and 49 have been amended. 

2. Claims 14, 15, and 46-57 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot/Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 61-63 under 35 U.S.C., second paragraph, insufficient 
antecedent basis for "reporter moiety", is moot in light of the cancelation of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 61 under 35 U.S.C., second paragraph, indefiniteness for 
"polypeptide comprises a composition" is moot in light of the cancelation of the claim. 

5. The rejection of claim 49 under 35 U.S.C., second paragraph, insufficient antecedent 
basis for "wheein detecting Lyme's disease in a subject" is withdrawn in light of the claim 
amendments. 

6. The rejection of claims 46-57 under 35 U.S.C., second paragraph, indefiniteness for 
"where the polypeptide binds to an antibody found in a subject with Lyme disease", is 
withdrawn in light of the claim amendments.
